AIR-CONDITIONING SYSTEM 

What is claimed is: 

1. An air-conditioning system comprising: a cooling heat exchanger; a dew 
receiver receiving drain from the heat exchanger; a partition frame having a heat 
exchanger setting portion, integrally formed of a foaming insulating material to 
form an air vent at the front of the heat exchanger; a shielding portion covering the 
heat exchanger and the partition frame; and a middle partition provided at the rear 
of the shielding portion, having a locking portion that locks the upper portion of the 
heat exchanger. 

Brief Description of the Drawings 

FIG. 1 is a longitudinal sectional view of a related art air-conditioning 
system, FIG. 2 is a perspective view illustrating a structure of a related art heat 
exchanger setting portion, FIG. 3 is a longitudinal sectional view illustrating the 
relation between a middle partition and'a dew receiver according to the related art, 
and FIG. 4 is a perspective view illustrating a heat exchanger setting portion 
according to the present utility model. 

In the drawings, the same reference numerals will be used to refer to the 
same or like parts. A reference numeral 6 represents a heat exchanger, 7 represents 
a dew receiver, 9' represents a middle partition, and 10' represents a partition frame. 
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
